Claim Objections 

Claims 45-46 are objected to because of the following informalities: "by 
an a non-permeable barrier' 1 'should be - by a non-permeable barrier-.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 45-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Harris (US 4,497,714). Harris discloses numerous structural elements in his 
fuel-water separator. Wall 1 14 is seen to constitute a non-permeable barrier, 
while fiberglass 212 is seen to meet the claimed limitation of a filter media, and 
openings 210 are seen to constitute perforations in a cylindrical core.
